The cireut shown below is used on 110 v ac power or coax 
antenna relays to eliminate that annoying buza-- and incidentally 
provides some slight ‘otf’ delay action. The selenium rectifier 
can be most anythin: 200 ma or over since, when the voltage is 
dropped by R1, the current required is approximately halved. 

AU relays operate well on half voltage LC. About 1 second delay is no 
when the vohtage is removed. In antenna circuts, this is 

desireable to allow all RF to be bled from the transmitter before 
removing the antenna, If the receiver is disabled with auxiliary 
contacts, the same delay, while hardly noticeable, prevents
